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An form sheet of thermoplastic resin used for a tray for foodstuffs 
according to the present invention is generally provided by an form polystyrene 
sheet having a thickness of 1 to 5mm, but the invention is not limited to the 
same. Alternatively, the form sheet of a copolymer resin of polystyrene and 
other resin, or of a mixed resin may also be used. The high-impact 
polystyrene sheet that is fusion-bonded to the upper end portions of the side 
walls of the tray for foodstuffs according to the present invention is a resin 
sheet containing 5 to 20 % by weight of synthetic rubber relative to the 
polystyrene. The thickness of the high-impact polystyrene sheet is 0.1 to 2 
mm, particularly preferably 0.2 to 1 mm. The high-impact polystyrene sheet 
may also be fusion-bonded to the entire circumferential portion of the upper 
ends of the side walls of the tray, but there is a possibility that longer side 
circumferential portion of a rectangular tray may be broken by gripping thereof. 
Therefore, it suffices that the polystyrene sheet is fusion-bonded to only the 
longer sides of the tray. 
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
